‘THE WEEK IN‘CONGRESS. 


A STRUGGLE FOR PRECEDENCE 
PROBABLE. 


The Tariff Debate Not Likely to Come Up This Week 
~The President's Message to Arouse 
Talk— Progress of m the South 
—The General N . Country. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—Hereafter the daily 
sessions of the house of representatives will 
begin at eleven o'clock, 

The assignments of the week aro as follows: 
Monday (after the call of states) to the com- 
mittee on the district of Columbia for bills of 
local interest, the most important of which is 
that providing fora bridge across the Potomac: 
Tuesday, to the committee on private land 
claims; Thursday, to the committee oa agri- 
culture, and Saturday to the consideration of 
the joint resolution providing for a commis- 
sion to inquire ato Indian affairs. There are, 
however, a number of important measures not 
thus provided for, among them _ the 
inter-state commerce, the clectoral count and 
the land grant forfeiture bills, which were 
made “special orders” for dates long past, 
whose supporters will contest the floor with 
some of the committees named, while th» ar- 
my and diplomatic appropriation bills are 
likely to be pressed, and cause further disar 
rangement of the assigument. Again it 1s 
among the possibilitics ef the week that a 
long discussion may arise upon the subsidy 
amendment tothe postoffice bill, the presi- 
dent’s message regarding private pension bills, 


or the proposition to. permit offering 
amendments to general pension diils, 
to provide in each for taxation 
to meet its own required expenditures. Tne 


tariff debate is not now expected to begin this 
week. 

The senate has unanimously consented to 
devote tomorrow and Taesday to the discus- 
sion of the inter-state commerce bill, and to 
vote upon the measure before adjourament on 
Tuesday. It is the understanding that the 
general pension bill shall next be taken up, 
and that the bankruptcy bill, the open session 
resolution, the Chinese restriction bill aud the 
Pacific railroad debt extension bill shall follow 
in their order. It is possible, however, 
that not more than one or two of these meas- 
ures will be disposed of during the coming 
week. The appropriations committee ha3 the 
agricultural, the pension and the District of 
Columbia appropriation bills under considera- 
tion, and its sub-committee have made such 
progress that one or more of them may be 
brought in speedily, if desired, but none are 
likely to be reported, or brought up for action 
this week. oe 


SACKVILLE WEST SPEAKS, 


The Canadian Seizure of a United States 
Vessel. 

_ WASHINGTON, May 9.—The Post tomorrow 
will print an interview with Hon, L. S. Sack- 
ville West, the British minister, in regard to 
the seizure of the United States fishing vessel 
Adams by the Canadian authorities, in which 
he says: 

“T bave had no official correspondence upon the 


fisheries question this year. You see that tne mat- 
ter isin the hands of the dominion authorities at 


the presentstage. They correspond directly with the 
colonial office in London, aod it is not until some 
action 1s taken by the imperial goverument that I 
should be calied upon two act in the matter with 
the United States. I don’t apprehend that this 
question is going to cause any serious differences 
between the two countries. Of course, the seizure 
of the Adams at Digby will increase tne uupleas- 
antness which is feit on both sides. Everything 
might have been avoided had congress taken the 
advice ot the administration, and appointed a 
con mission to inguire into the whole dispute. 
But it has chosen not to doso, led by Senator 
Frye, who really does not seem to care what he 


says. Congress has denounced the treaty of 1551; 
it has denounced the fishery articles of the 
treaty of 1871, and it has substituted 


notbing, leaving us to fall back upon the misera- 
ble old treaty of 1518. Instead of progress there 
has been retrogression in this matter, and we are 
now acting under a treaty made over sixty vears 
ago. The question now is as to the interpretation 
of that treaty. The Canadians may interpret it 
one way, the Americans another, while the impe- 
rial government may understand it in a way of its 
own. Everything appears now to depend upon the 
way which the British government may 
interpret this treaty... This seizure of the Adams 
will bring up the question, aud peaety decide 
the interpretation. It wil! come before a mixed 
court, part British citizens and part Americans. [ 
don’t believe there will be any retaliatory action 
taken by either country. The system is too old, 
and has gone out of use, and it has always been 
found to operate against retaliation. 

HaAtirax, May 9.—United States Consul 
Phelan has been ordered to St. John in con- 
nection with the seizure of the schooner David 
J. Adams. 


SLIGHT HOPE FOR CLUVERIUS. 


A Postpogment of the Certification of His 
Conviction Allowed. 


RICHMOND, Va., April 9.—Just before the ad- 
journment of the court of appeals for the ses- 
sion, counsel for Claverius moved the court 
to direct that the certificate of the judgment 
rendered in the case yesterday be not certified 
down to the hustings court until the fall 
term. Yhe counsel saidhe wished to submit 
a motion for a rehearing of the case before the 
court. The rule of the court which 
was quoted states that no motion for a rehear- 
ing shall be heard unless one of the judges on 
the prevailing side of the question desires 
to hear it. The judges retired for consulta- 
tion and were at first inclined to refuse the 
motion, but in view of the gravity of the case 
they consented to postpone the issuance of the 
certificate of judgment to the lower court. 
The date fixed upon isthe 10th of September 
next, at Staunton, when the counsel for Clu- 
verius are required to have the petition for a 
rehearing printed. If this rehearing is allowed 
them upon reconsideration and fresh argu- 
ment the court may decide either for or agiiust 
the prisoner. Inthe meantime the inandate 
will not godown to the lower court, and by 
this means Cluverius has at least gained four 
months’ time; possibly he may gain more 
when the opinions of al] the judges are writ- 
ten and filed. Much more light may be shed 
on the mysterious and extraordinary case.

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TURBULENT GREECE. 


The F. oplé of Athens Clamoring fer War 
with Turkey, 

ATHENS, May 9.—Atter several cabingt 
councils today, Premier Delyannis tendered 
the king the resignation of the ministry, 
which the king refused “to accept. The 
king “has written a letter to Premier 


Delyannis, holding him responsible 
for the present condition of affairs in 


Greece. The foreign fleet, with the exception 
of one vessel of each power, left Suda bay and 
has completed the blockade of the Greek Coast. 
The government has warned all vessels* that 
if they leave port it will be at their own risk. 
The issue of shipping papers has been stopped. 
The commercial worldis excited. 

The Russian minister of war has gone to 
Livadia to confer with the czar. 

Turkey and Greece are hurrying troops to 
the front. Several European papers are of 
opinion that Russia will secretly support 
Greece. 

Tbere was slight firing on the frontier today 
by the Greek troops, in. disobedience of orders. 
Quiet was soon restored, 

A demonstration was held to-day in Consti- 
tution square. Warlike speeches were made, 
avd a resolution carried amid great excite- 
ment, favoring war with Turkey. A resolution 
advising an inimediate increase in the army 
was aiso adopted. After the meeting the 
crowd marched to the house of Prime 
Minister Delyannis, and in response to re- 
peated calls, the premier made a brief address, 
in which he saidthe government would never 
sign an agreement involving the disbanding 
af the forces. This declaration was cheered 
tothe echo. The multitudethen proceeded to 
the residence of ex-Prime Minister Tricou- 
pis, and demanded a speech, but Tricoupis re- 
fused to appear. This action on the part 
of the ex-premier caused an uproar, and shouts 
of ‘traitor’ arose from the crowd. ‘The peo- 
ple finally dispersed in an orderly manner. 

The Russian minister to Greece has conclud- 
ed his visit to the czar, and arrived in Sebas- 
tapol enroute to Athens. He has telegraphed 
the members of the embassy to prepare for 
their departure from Greece.

FIRE IN HULL. 


A Sericus Disaster in a Little Canadian 
own. 

Hut, QuEeBEC, May 9.—A fire broke out 
this morning in.Alderman Landris’ bakery, 
and spreading rapidly, soon destroyed all the 
houses on Lake and Duke streets, and on Main 
street as far as Poulin’s stone block, corner of 
Main and Slide streets, where it was checked. 
The area covered by the fire is about ten acres, 
and one hundred and fifty families are burned 
out. The only public building destroyed was 
the new post-office, a handsome stone structure 
costing $50,000. The other losses are estimated 
at $100,200. The insurance is $25,000. 

One bundred and ten buildings, divided 
into 155 tenements, were burned, and about 
two bundred families rendered homeless. 
These people found temporary shelter with 
friends. The mayor and council are taking 
steps to provide for them. A great amount of 
furniture was destroyed, for although most of 
the residents of the houses removed the great- 
er part of their effects, much of it was burned 
in the places where it was deposited, and which 
were thought to be safe fromthe flames. In 
all the Catholic churches this morning, ap- 
peals were made for assistance, and with good 
results. Liberal donations of food and cloth- 
ing has been arriving all day. A portion of 
the burned district shared the same fate dur- 
ing the great fire of 1830, when over five 
hunered houses were destroyed. The origin 
of the fireis unknown, but is believed to be 
inc  ndiary. 


THE FRETFUL RED MAN. 


The Yagni War Ended—Miles Makes a De- 
claration. 

DENVER, Col., May 9.—The hostile In- 
dians, it is reported, are making for the 
mountuins. A messenger from Sonora reports 
Chicf Magnus killed, and clains to have his 
scalp. General Miles declares that a vigorous 
campaign Will be carricd on until every hos- 
tile is either killed or captured. 

BY WAY OF MEXICo, 

GUYAMAS, Mex., May 9.—A courier who ar- 
rived yesterday from General A. Martinez, 
reported the capture by Mexican troops of 
Anit, the central defense of the Yagni In- 
diaus. During the attack on the defense one 
Mexican officer and eight privates were kill- 
ed. Chief Cajeme and the greater portion of 
his army had left several days before the en- 
gagement. The casualties on the Indian side 
are not known, but it is the general Opinion 
that the Yagni war is ended. 

REBELLION AT ROSEBUD. 

OMAHA, Neb., May ¥.—News has reached 
this city from Valentine, of a serious disturb- 
ance at the Rosebud Indian agency, in Dakoia, 
Major Wright, the Indian agent, found fault 
with one of the bands of Indians for having 
located on a tract of land which he consider- 
cdand declared unfit for cultivation, and 
thereupon he issued an order directing them 
tomove on the land that could be work- 
ed, and unless they did this he would 
withhold the agricultural implements and 
supplies that were about to be given to them. 
This created great indignation among the band 
of Indians, who held a council and indulged 
in threatening talk. They finally resolved 
not to move, but to demand that the imple- 
ments and supplies be issued to them without 
any further delay or parley. Arming them- 
selves with knives, revolvers and weapons, 
which they could conceal, they thereupon 
maiched in a body to the agency buildings 
and made a formal demand, accompanying 
the same with an emphatic threat that unless 
the demand was complied with they 
would seize the implements by force. A 
council was called then and there, and 
niter some talk Major Wright refused 
to give them the implements. unless 
they complied with his orders to move. They 
remained obstinate, however, and, the situa- 
tion warming up, Msjor Wright hastily with- 
drew to his private office. A number of In- 
dians followed him, and when he attempted 
to escape from the office they seized him and 
threatened to kill him if he did not yield to 
their demands or leave the reservation. 

Major Wright’s Indian pdlice arrived upon 
the scene justin time tesave him from injury. 
Knives and pistols were drawn by both par- 
ties, and for a few moments there was the 
greatest excitement anda bloody fight was 
imminent. The unruly Indians boldly de- 
fied the agent and his police and were 
abcut to charge upon them when some cool- 
headed Indians from other bauds, together 
with some white men, both being prominent 
pcrsons, came up and called upon them to de- 
sist for a moment or two at least. This caused 
a eudden cessation of hostilities. As soon as 
he could be heard the ee of the peace- 
makers, who realized the danger of the situa- 
tion, called on them to listen and not to renew 
the fight. He then succeeded in inducing 
them to call the fight off by promising them 
that the difficulty shonld be at once satisfac- 
torily compromised. 

Of the 28,000 Sionx Indians who are located 
on reservations north of the Nebraska line 
one-half are stationed at Rosebud agency. U 
to the death of Spotted Tail, who was kill 
by Crow Dog, that old chieftain was the cen- 
tralizing power for good among the Sioux. 
His assessination five years ago, widcned the 
breach between the two factions, the one be- 
ing for peace and the other for trouble. 


Shot by His Wife.

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MANNING MUST REMAIN.

CLEVELAND WILL NOTPART WITH 
HIS SECRETARY. 


Being the Only Popular Member of the Cabinet, Mr 
Manning Cannot be Spared by the President 
—His Aid Required in thé New Yosk 
Election—General Political News.

WASHINGTON, May {9.—Mr. Brennan, Mr. 
-Manning’s private secretary, has gone to Fort- 
ress Monroe to arrange for the reception of 
Secretary Manning, who intends to leave 
Washington for that place some time this 
week. Mr, Manning has had one or two talks 
with the president within the last week or ten 
days. Mr. Cleveland has urged him to remain 
in the cabinet, and Mr. Manning has promised 
todo soif his health comes back to him as 
rapidly as it now promises, Fortress Monroe 
is very easy of access from Washington. Mr. 
Manning may remain there a month. He will 
then go from there to New York and decide 
where he will spend the summer. He does 
not expect to come back to Washington to 
stay much before the Ist of next October. New 
York politicians say that the president 
is especially anxious to retain Mr. Manning 
because he knows thatGovernor Hill intends 
to makea fight against him for the nomination 
in 188, and he wishes to keep Mr. Manning 
with him. as he is considered by the president 
as a politcian much more than a match for Mr. 
Hill. These are some ofthe reasons given 
by the gossips. There is probably a muci 
fhore substantial reason than that. 

The president has a great liking for Mc. 
Manning, and asthe lacter is almost the only 
member of his cabinet who is popular with 
public men, he desires his aid at Washington. 
The routine matters of the treasury are now 
wellarranged. Mr. Fairchild, as acting secre- 
tary, is able to dispose of the business ina 
satisfactory way. There are no new ques- 
tions coming up between now and fall. ‘The 
bond calls made since January 1 have now ex- 
hausted the amount required under the sink- 
ing fund law. Itis not expected that there 
will be any more calls before the close of the 
fiscal year. 

PEMOCRATIC HOPES FOR ILLINOIS, 

“The democratic party is in first-class shape 
in Ijlinois,” said Congressman Springer. ‘The 
party and the individual leaders are in happy 
accord with Mr. Cleveland and the policy of 
his administration, There is not the dissen- 
sion in Illinois which I hear exists ia other 
states. The party is now stronger and by 
election time it will be more united than it 
bas ever been. Mr. Cleveland's administration 
is in every respect satisfactory to=the party, 
and they will continue to stand by it. 
There are to be elected this year a legis- 
lature, a treasurer of state and superin- 
tendent of public instruction. I believe a 
democratic legislature will be elected, and I 
bave reasons to regard with favor the chauces 
for the state ticket, though at the last election 
the republicans had a majority of little over 
5,000. The public in genera! are also so satis- 
fied with the democratic policy as formulated 
and carried out by the president that it has 
drawn from the republican party mauy sup- 
porters who in future will vote with us. We 
may lose, perhaps, two of our democratic rep- 
resentatives in congress. 

“There are now three democrats here from 
republican districts, Ward, Neece and Worthing- 
ton, yet considering they were 
elected in a presidential voar, 


when party lines were closely drawn, ere 


should be no fear about either this year. We 
stand an equal chance to elect a democrat in 
the district now represented by Mr. Thomas: 
in Ward’s district, which embraces a part of 
the city of Chicago, there are yet two factions 
of the,republican party, with but little prospect 
of a settlement of their differences. It is said, 
and J think truthfully, that Carter Harrison 
is going to be a candidate in Ward’s district, 
and there is no question that he will be elect- 
ed. The manner in which he has handled the 
rioters makes him one of the most popular 
men in Chicago and it will be impossible to 
defeat him.” 


LEGISLATORS ON A STRIKE 


Senators Join the Ohio Fagi- 
tives. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., May 9.—Thirty mem- 
bers of the Kentacky legislature came to this 
city today to join the democratic Ohio sena- 
tors, who have filibustered to Chattanooga. 
Today the entire party visited Lookout moun- 
tain, and spent the day together in social in- 
tercourse, and discussed the situation of 
affairs at Columbus. This afternoon the 
Ohio senators decided to goto Lexington, 
Ky , where they will meet their five colleagues 
who have been in West Virginia, 
and will then decide upon their course of ac- 
tion. They denounce the proceedings at Co- 
lumbus yeste1day as contrary to the letter and 
spirit of the constitution, and in direct violation 
of the expressed statutes, and state that they 
will fight it to the bitterend. The entire party 
left to-night for Lexington. 


The Prohibitionists to Fight 


TRENTON, N. J.. May 9.—The prohibition- 
ists of New Jersey propose to take an active 
interest in the coming gubernatorial campaign, 
and a candidate for governor will be nomina- 
ted in Newark, on May 27. Among the promi- 
nent candidates mentioned are Thomas V 
Cator, of Jersey City ; William H. Morrow, of 
Warren county; Cortlandt L. Parker, of Mid- 
dlesex, and George J. Ferry, of Essex. The 
South Jersey contingent is strongly in favor of 
General Clinton B, Fisk. Last year the pro- 
hibitionistg polled 9,113 votes in the State, and 
a promiment worker said yesterday that if the 
increasé Over previous years continuesin the 
same ratio fully 20,000 prohibition vyotes will 
be polled next fall. 


A Futile Attempt at Suicide. 


San ANTONIO, Tex., May 9.—All on a sud- 
den yesterday Marion Bundren, who lives five 
miles west of the city, became violeat toward 
his wife and children, and made repeated ef- 
fortsto killthem, but was thwarted by his 
brother. Sheriff Lewis went out today to ar- 
rest him, and he ran into a thicket and made 
several attempts to cut his own throat. The 
knife, however, was not sharp enough to sever 
the jugularvein, and he was arrested and 
lodged in jail. 


Kentucky 


Thrown Into the River. 


Utica, N. Y., May 9.—The new iron bridge 
being built at Lyonsdale, Lewis county, gave 
way yesterday, precipitating seven workmen, 
and the wreck twisted the iron into Moose 
river, twenty feet below. Two men escaped 
by jumping on the pier. W. H. Wilcox, in 
leaping to an abutment, lost his foothold and 
was fatally injured. The others swam ashore, 
although some of them sustained severe in- 
juries. The accident was caused by the giv- 
ing way of the temporary trestle. 


Gold by the Boxfal. 

LouIsvILLE, May 9.—Near Winchester S. B. 
Knight, while digging a post hole, struck a 
copper box about nine ,inches square, with an 
iron lock. Breaking off the lid, he found it 
filled with gold and silver coin to the amount 
of $1,233.75. Jacob Stoddard lived alone, 
years ago, inan old log cabin ayer the site 
where the money was found.

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A YEAR AMONG SAVAGES. 


The Curious Experiences of a Crew of Ship- 
wrecked Sailors. 

Saw Francisco, Cal, May 9.—A romantic 
story of shipwreck and residence on a small 
island in the Caroline group among the na- 
tives for fifteen months, is told by Joseph 
Brinskin and Gus Wenswend, sailors who 
bave just arrived here. They sailed from 
Neweastle, Australia, November 16, 1884, on 
the Australian bark, Borthwick Castle, for 
Amoy, China. The captain lost his reckon- 
ipg and ran out of his course, eres 
a reef of the Mokin isle, in the Care- 
line group, on J:nuary 3, 1885. Tho 
ship went down at noon, after the crew of 


a small quantity of food and clothing reached 
the island. To their surprise and joy, they 
found it inhabited. They were treated very 
kindly by the people, taken to their huts and 
made at home. The natives are described as 
fine-looking people, who have very little in- 
tercourse with the outside world. After a so- 
journ of a year and a quarter, Brinskin and 
Wenswend were taken off the island by the 
ship H. L, Tiernan. 


AN AMERICAN GIRL’S FALL, 


The Mistress of a Prince, She Sinks From 
Her Station. 

LONDON, May 9.—Fanny Lear, a celebrated 
demi-mondaine, has died at Nice. She was 
an American by birth, and’was expelled from 
I'rance some time ago for publishing an offen- 
sive work entitled “Roman d’une Americaine 
en Russie.” She was the daughter of Dr. Ely, 
a Protestant clergyman of Connecticut. Her 
romance in life was in connection with the 
Grand Duke Nicholas Constantinowich, a 
pephew of the emperor of Russia, whom she 
met at St. Petersburg. 

One night iu the winter of 1871 there was a 


burg. Among the company present was an 
American girl of extraordinary beauty. 
She had dark hair in great profusion and 
an imperial sort of forehead, broad, open 
and white as ivory. Her dark eyes flashed 
under her long lashes, and were all aglow 
with wit and kindness. Little feet, small 
hands and taper fingers, a figure such as a 
fairy might envy—such is the description of 
the American beauty who on that night stole 
the heart of the Grand Duke Nicholas, of 
Russia. 

A sad story of his arrest on a charge of steal- 
ing jewelry, and subseq: snt banishment to 
the Caucasus, also cause:: the expulsion of 
Fanny Lear from Russix. For some time 
after Fanny Lear resided in France. About 
eleven years ago a book was published in 
Paris which caused a decided sensation. It 
was called “Le Romau d’une Americaine en 
Russie,’ and was written by Miss Hattie 
Biackford; better known as “Fanny Lear.” 
In it the authoress, aided by some hack 
writer on the boulevards, related her adven- 
tures with a person whom she delighted to 
call the “G. D.,”? and whom the Almanach de 
Gotha cailed the Grand Duke Nicholas Con- 
stantinovitch, nephew of the then reigning 
czar, and for this the authoress was expelled 
from Paris, and her low Victoria with Russian 
horses were seen no more on the Bois.

The object of 
the institution is to fit for self-support such of 
the women and girls of Utah as wish or can 
be induced to escape the evils of polygamy. It 
is proposed to teach the duties of domestic 
service, and such of the trades and professions 
as women are fitted for, and by means of a 
“bureau of information” to find employment 
in the states for the graduates of the institu- 
tion, and supply them the means of getting 
away. 

Mrs. Newman made an cloquent address, de- 
picting forcibly the horrors of polygamous 
life as described to her by the women who had 
suffered them, and stated it a3 the belief of 
the intelligent Gentiles of the tecritory that if 
the opportunity of escape were atforded many 
Mormon women who are now in a ecndition 
of slavery would be reseued.

THE DAY PASSES OFF IN A QUIET 
MANNER. 


The Police{N ot Calied Upon te Suppress Lawless As- 
semblages—More Deaths Seported—Carter 
Harrison Criticises the Press for Its Ac- 
tion—He Denies Suppressing Moody. 


Cuicaco, May 9.—The day has been one 
of marked quiet throughout the entire 


city, no processions occurring, and the 
police were not even called spon 
to disperse any large assemblages. 


The situation in the lumber district, which 
bas been the scene of mang disorders duriag 
the week, was such as not to require the dis- 
patching of asingle patrol wagon to quell a 
disturbance during theday. The fourth death 
among the persons injured in the Hay Market 
square riot Tuesday occurred last night, Officer 
Playin giving way to the _ injuries 
inflicted by the bomb and weakness causei by 
the amputation of one of his injured legs. 
Kruger, a socialist, shot by Officer Madden, 
died this morning. The fifth of the wounded 
officers succumbed this afternoon, Officer 
Michael Shehan dying at his home. He was 
one of those injured by a piece of the explod- 
ing bomb. The death of Frank Lannis oc- 
curred during the afternoon. He wasa recog- 
nized member of the rioting communists. 

No work was attempted at any railway 
freight houses, but the companies will give 
Lotice tomorrow of their ability to handle any 
quantity of freight offered. It is stated that 
the strikers on the Lilinois Central, the Mich- 
igan Central end the Baltimore and Ohio roads 
bave announced their intention to return to 
work tomorrow. 

CARTER HARRISON BLAMES THE PAPERS. 

Mayor Harrison, replying to strictures; made 
upon his failure to suppress the socialists 
heretofore, says: 

“One newspaper, descanting upon the out- 
rageous doctrine of the communists and nihi- 
lists,says: ‘And for years the patriotic citi- 
zens of this community have not been per- 
mitted by the mayor to interfere with this 
conspiracy against their rights.’ Absolutely 
a falsehcod. I have never interfered with 
any citizen who wauted to?,break up these 
things. The police have simply abstained 
from breaking them up themselves. Violent 
speeches have been made on the lake front to 
emall squads of listeners, and the next morn- 
ing the newspapers, for the purpose of selling 
papers, have spread broadcast over the land 
the utterances of these nihilists and Jaw- 
breakers. The newspapers, and not the 
mayor of Chicago, have thus been 
the propagandists of nihilists’ doctrines, 
giving these people the notoriety and adver- 
tisement they so much sought. The newspa- 
persspread over the country the report that I 
bad forbidden Mr. Moody to preachin the 
Casino rink, so as, throughout the world, to 
show that I was against the preaching of re- 
ligion, and that, too, when every one of these 
newspapers knew that Mr. Moody and his 
friends had stopped the meeting themselves 
under the suppesition that it might bein vio- 
lation of my proclamation. The result was 
that the ladies of the Christian union offered 
up prayers for me and carried the news to the 
portals of high heaven that I was trying to 
forbid the preaching of the gospci.”’ 

PARSONS’S COLORED WIFE. 

Mrs. Parsons was born in Texas, and mar- 
ried the noted anarchist in Houston a dozen 
yearsago. She is thirty-three yeara old. She 
ceme to Chicago with her husband about ten 
years ago. The first known of her, so far as 
the detectives have been able to ascertain, she 
run a dressmaking establishment on Larabvee 
street, just above North avenue, about six 
years ago. She was an expert in the business, 
and drove a thriving trade, her husband as- 
sisting her as a clerk or cashier. 

Mis. Parsons is of Mexican and Indian ori- 
gin, with a possible trace of Ethiopian bluod 
in her veins. She is of a swarthy com- 
plexion, darker than an ordinary malatto, 
but without the olive tint of the half-bred 
Etbiope. Her hair is abundantand rebellious, 
waved but not kinky. She has the high 
cheek bones of the Indian strongly marked, 
2d along, pointed chin. Her eyes are as 
biack as ebony. She is tui! and angalar. 
She is a self-possessed speaker and a 
fluent one. Her socialistic harangues are 
the most violent and vindictive of all 
tLe orators of that persuasion. She has 
often said that the ambition of her life is to 
fire the engine that shall run the guillotine to 
cut off the heads of capitalists. ‘That is my 
religion,” she asserted last night, as her eyes 
fiashed with a dangerous gleam. She is 
thoroughly conversant with the doctrines of 
communism, and is capable of making a terse, 
logical argument, though her utterances are 
usually those of epigrammatic savagery. She 
is a remarkably strong wilied and determined 
woman of a fair education and no ordinary 
ability. She has two children living, a boy of 
seven and a girl of four years.

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TALMAGE’S SERMON. ! 


PREACHED IN BROOKLYN TABER- 
NACLE YESTERDAY, 


The Great Divine Preaches a Characteristic Discourse 
Upon the Subject, “Return From the Chase,”— 
The lmportance of Seeking God in Early 
Life, Ere it is Too Late, ete., etc. 


Brook yn, N. Y., May 9.—[Special.]—. Rev. 
TT. DeWitt Talmage preached this morning in 
the Brooklyn Tabernacle on the subject, 
“Return from the(Chase.” The opening hymn 
was : 

‘Now I have found a friend 
W hose love shall never end. 
Jesus is mine.” 

Before the sermon the pastor read and ex- 
pounded am appropriate chapter from the 
Evangelists. The great organ of the Brook- 
lyn Tabernacle has been reiaforeed by im- 
provements, which greatly add to the majesty 
and power of the instrument. 


Dr. Talmage’s text was from Genesis xlix, 


27: “Im the morning he shall devour the 
prey, and at night he shall divide the spoil.” 
Dr. Talmage paid: 
There is in this chapter such an affluence of 
simile and allegory, such a mingling of meta- 
pho s, that there are a thousand taoughts in 
itnot onthe surface. O'd Jacob, dyiag, is 
telling the fortunes of his children. He proph- 
ecies the devouring propensities of Benjamia 
and his descendants. With his dim old cyes 
he locks off and sees the hunters going out 
o the fields. rangiog them 
a'iday and at mghtfall coming home, the 
game slung over the, shoulder; and reaching 
the door of the tent, the hunters begin to dis- 
tribute the game, ard one takes a coney, and 
another a rabbit, and anothera roe. “ia the 
morning heshal! devour the prey, andat night 
he shail divide the spoi’,” Or, it may be a 
refcrence to the habits of wild beasts that slay 
their prey, and th n dragit back to the cave 
or lair and divide it among the young. 
Thereis nothing more fiscinating than the 
life ofabunter. On a certain day in all Eng- 
land you can hear the crack of the sportsman’s 
gun ix cause grouse-hunting has begun; aad 
every man that can afford the time and am- 
munition and candraw a bead starts for the 
fields. On the 20th of October our woods and 
forests will resound with the shock of fire- 
arms, and will be tracked of pointers and set- 
ters because the quail will then be a lawful 
prize for the sportsman. Xenophon grew el- 
oguent in regard to the art of hunting. In 
the tar east people, elephant- 
mounted, chase the tiger. The 
American Indian darts his arrow at 


‘the buffalo until the frightened herd tumbled 


ever the rocks. European nobles are often 
fouud in the fox chase and atthe stag hunt. 
Francis 1. was called the father of hunting. 
Moses declares of Nimrod: ‘He was a mighty 
hunter before the Lord,” Therefore, in all 
ages of the world the imagery of my text ought 
to be suggestive whether it means a wolf af- 
ter a fox or a man aftefalhon. ‘In the mora- 
ing he shall devourth® prey, and at night he 
shal] divide the spoil,”’ 

I take my text; ithe first place, as descrip- 
tive of those people who, in the morning of 
their life, give themselves up to hunting the 
world, but afterward, by the grace of God, in 
the evening of their life, divide among thom- 
selycs the spoils of Christian character. There 
are aged Christian men and women in this 
house who, if they gave testimony, would 
tell you that in the morning of 
their life they were after the 
world as intensely as a hound after 
a hare or a falcon swoops upon a gazelle. 
They wanted the world’s plaudits 2:d the 
world’s gains. They felt that if th: , could 
get this world they would have everything. 
Some of them started out for the pleasures of 
the world. They thought that the maa who 
laughed loudest was happiest. They tried 
repartee and conundrum and burlesque and 
madzigal. They thought they would hike to 
be Tom Hoods or Charies Lambs or Edgar A. 
Poes. They mingied wine and music and the 
spectacular. They were worshippers of the 
hariequin and the Merry Andrew and the buf- 
foon and the jester. Life was to them foam 
and bubble and cachinnation and roystering 
and grimace. They were so full of glee they 
could hardly repress their mirth even on sol- 
emp cccasions, and they came near bursting 
out hilariously even atthe burial, because 
there was something so do!or- 
ous in the tone or countenance 
of the undertaker. After awhile misfurtane 
struck them hard on the back. They found 
there was something they could not laugh at. 

Under their fate hours their health gave 
Way or there was a death in the 
house. #,Of every green thing their 
soul was exfoliated. -They found out that life 
was morethan a joke. From the heart of 
God there blazed into their soul an earaest- 
ness they never felt before. They awoke to 
their sinfulness and their immortality, and 
here they sit today at sixty or seventy years 
of age, asappreciative of all innocent mirth 
as they ever were, but they are bent on a style 
cf satisfaction which in early life they never 
huntccd; the evening of their days brighter 
than the morning. Inthe morning they de- 
voured the prey, but at night they are dividing 
the spoi'. 

Then there are others who started out for 
financial success. They see how limber a man’s 
hatiswhen he bows down before some ono 
trapepicuous. They felt they would like to 
see how the world looked from the window of 
a@ three thousand dollar turn-out, ‘They 
thought they would like to have the morning 
sunlight tangled in the heidgear of a dashing 
span. They wanted the bridges in the park 
to resound under the rataplan of _ their 
swift hoofs. They wanted a_ gilded 
baldrick, and so they started on 
the dollar hunt. They chased it up one street 
and chased itdown another. They followed 
it when it burrowed in the cellar, They treed 
it in the roof. Wherever a dollar was expect- 
ed to be they were, They chased it across the 
ocean. They chased it across the land. They 
stopped not for the night. Hearing that dol- 
Jar even in the darkness thrilled them as aa 
Adirondack sportsman is thrilled bya loon’s 
laugh. They chased that doliar to the money 
vault. They chased it tothe government 
treasury. They routed it from under 
the counter. All the hounds 
were out—all the pointers and setters. They 
leaped the hedges for that dollar, and they 
cried: ‘ Hark, away! a dollar! a dollar!” And 
when at last they came upon it and had actu- 
ally captured it, their excitement was like 
that of a falconer who has successfully fiung 
his first hawk. Inthe morning of their life, 
oh, how they devoured the prey! But there 
came a better time to their soul. They found 
out that an immortal nature cannot live on 
government bonds. They took up a Northern 
Pacific bond, and there was a hole in it, 
throvgh which they could look into the ua- 
certainty of all earthly treasures. They saw 
some Ralston, living at the rate of twenty-five 
thousand dollars a month, leaping from San 
Francisco wharf because he could not continue 
to live at the same ratio They saw the whizen 
and paralytic bankers who had changed their 
souls into molten gold stamped with the image 
of the earth, earthy. They saw some great 
souls by avarice turned into homauncali, and 
they said to themselves: “I will seek after 
higher treasure.” From that time they did 
not care whether they walked or rode, if Christ 
walked with them; nor ,whether they 
lived in @ ‘mansion oor a_ hat 
if they dwelt under the shadow of the 
Almighty; nor whether they were ro>ed ia 
French broadcloth or in afhomespun if they 
had the robe of the Saviours righteousness, 
nor whether they were sandalled with mo- 


_ soceo or calf skin if they were shod with the 


reparation of the gospel. ; 
3 Now you see peace on their countenance. 


Now that man says: “What a fool I was to be 
enchanted with this world! Why, I have 
more £atisfaction in five minutes in the ser- 
vice of God than I had in all the first years of 
my life while I was gain getting. I like this 
evening of my day a great deal better than I 
did the morning. In the morning [ greedily 
devoued the prey; but now, it is evening, 
and I am gloriously dividing the spoil.” 

My fiiends, this world is a poor thing to 
hunt. It is healthful to go out into the wo%ds 
and hunt. It rekindles thelustre of the eyes 
It strikes the brown of the autumnal lesf int» 
the check, It gives tothe rheumatic limbs a 
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peir of gloves a 
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believe ..what -you» are~ : 
ing. Iam going to do taat very thing. 
In the morning of my life Ladi going to de- 
vour the prey, and in theevening I shall di- 
vide the spoil of ian character. I only 
want a little while oo my wild oats and 
then I will be goéd.” Young man, did you 
ever take the census of allthe old people? How 
many old pe are there in your house? One, 
two or noe? How many in a vast 
assemblage like this? Only hereand therea 
gray head, like the patches 
of snow here and there in the fields on a late 
Aprilday. The factis thatthe tides of the 
years are so strong that men go down under 
them before they get to be sixty, before they 
get to be fifty, before they get to be forty, be- 
fore they get to be thirty; and if you, my 
young brother, resolve now that you will 
spend the morning of your 
days in devouring the prey, 
the probability is that you will never divide 
the spoil in the evening hour. He who post- 
pones until old age the religion of Jesus Curist, 
postpones it forever. Where arethe men who, 
thirty years ago, resolved to become Christians 
in old age, putting it off a certain number of 
yesrs? They never got to be old. The 
railrvad collision or the steamboat 
exlosion or the slip onthe ice or the falling 
ladder or the sudden cold put an end to their 
opportunities. They have never had an op- 
portunity since and never will have an oppor- 
tunity again. They locked the door of heaven 
against their soul and they threw away the 
key; and if they could now break jail and come 
up shrieking to this audience Ido not 
think they would take two minutes to per- 
suadeusall to repentance. They chased the 
world and they died in the chase. The 
wou: ded tiger turned cnthem. They failed 
to take the game that they pursued. Mounted 
on aswift courser they leaped the hedge, but the 
courser feli on them and crushed them, Pro- 
posing to barter their soul for the world they 
lost both and got neither. 

While this is an encouragement to old peo- 
ple who are yet unpardoned, it is no encour- 
agement to the young who are putting off the 
day of grace, This doctrine that the old may 
be repentant is to be taken cautiously. It is 
medicine that kills or cures. The same medi- 
cine given todiflerent patients in one case 
saves lifeand inthe other destroys it. This 
pessibility of repentance at the close of life 
may cure the old man whileit killsthe vouny. 

se cautious in taking it. 

Again, my subject is descriptive of those 
whocome to asudden and radical change. 
You bavye noticed how short a time it is from 
morning to night in winter—eight or ten 
hours. You know that a winter day hasa 
very brief life. The heart of the longest day 


it is dead. How quick the transition in the 
character of thess Benjaminites! ‘In the 
inorning they shall devour the prey, and at 
uight they shall divide the spoil.” Is it pos- 
sible that there shall be such a transforma- 
tion in any of our. characters? Yes, 
a man may be at seven o'clock im the 
morning au all-deyouring worldling, and at 
7 clock at night he may be a peaceful dis- 
tributive Christian. Conversion is instanta- 
reous. A man passes into the kingdom of 
God quicker than down the sky runsthe zig- 
vag lightening, A man may be anxious about 
his soul for a great many years; that does not 
make him a Christian. A man may pray a 
great while, that does not make 
bim H Christian. A man may 
resolve on the reformation of his character 
and have that resolution going on a great 
while: that does not make him a Christian. 
But the very instant when he flings his soul 
on the mercy of Jesus Christ, that instant is 
lustration, emancipation, resurrection. Up to 
that point heis going in the wrong direction; 
after that puint he is going in the right direc- 
tion. Before that moment he is a child of sin; 
ufier that moment he is a child of 
God. Before that moment, hellward; after 
that mement, heavenward. Before that mo- 
ment devouring the prey; after that moment 
dividing the spoil. Five minutes is as good 
as five years. My hearer, you know very 
well that the best things you have done in # 
flash. You made up your mind in an instant 
to buy or to sell or to invest or to stop or to 
start. If you had missed that one chance 
you would have missed it forever. Now 
just as preciptate and quick 
and spontaneous will be the ran- 
sum of your soul. This morning you are mak- 
ing a calculation. You are on the t¥ack of 
some fivancial or social game. With your pen 
or pencil you are pursuing it. This very 
morning you are. devouring the prey; but to- 
pight you will be ina different mood. You 
find that all heaven is offered you. You won- 
der how you can get it for yourself and for 
your family. You wonder what resources it 
will give you now and hereafter. You are 
dividing peace and comfort and satisfaction 
and Christian reward in your soul. You are 
dividing the spoil. 

On a Sabbath night, at the close of the ser- 
vice, I said to some persons: “When did you 
first become serious about your soul?” and they 
told me: “Tonight.”¢ And I said to others: 
“When did you give your heart to God?” and 

hey said: “Tonight.” And I said to 
still others: ~“When did you _ resolve 
to serve the Lord all the days of 
y« ur jife?” and they said: “Tonight.” I iw 
'y their apparel that when the grace of God 
struck them they were devouring the prey; 
but I saw also in the flood of joyful tears and 
in the kindijing raptures on their brow and in 
their exbilerant and transporting utterance 
that they were dividing the spoil. At night 
with one touch of electricity all these lights 
bleze. Ob, I would to God that the darkness 
of ycur souls might be broken up and that by 
one quick, overwhelming, instantaneous flash 
of illuminaticn you might be brought into the 
light: nd the Jiberty of the sons of God! 

You see that religion is a different thinz 
from what some of you people supposed. Y.ua 
thought it was decadence; you thought re- 
ligion was emaciation; you thought it was 
highway robbery; that it struck one down 
and leit him half dead; that it plucxed 
out the eyes; that it plucked out the plumes 
of thesoul; that it broke the wing ani 
crushed the beak as it came clawing with its 
black talors through the air. No, that is not 
religion. Whatis religion? Itis dividing the 
spoil, It is taking a defenseless soul and pan 
oplying it for eternal conquest. It is the dis- 
tribution of prizes by the king’s hand,~ every 
medal stamped with a coronation. It is an 
exhileration, an expansion. It is imparadisa- 
tion. It is enthrovement. Religion makes

A FAMOUS MAN DEAD. 


Dr. Reynell Coates, the Man Who Slapped 
Andrew Jackson in the Mouth. 
From the Philadelphia News. 

Dr. Reynell Coates, one of the most famous 
physicians in Philadelphia half a century 8go, 
died at his home, in Camdem, last night, at 8 
o’clock, of pneumonia. He was 84 years old, 
and had been ill for four or five days. 

Dr. Coates had a remarkable career, and was 
distinguished as a surgeon, an author, a pablic 
speaker, and in earlier life a successful politi- 
cian. 

He was born in Philadelphia on the 10th of 
December, 1802, _ 

In 1619, when he was 17 years of age, young 
Coates came home with a mathematical reputa- 
tion remarkable for so young a student, and at 
once entered upon the duties of juior resident 
of the Pennsy) vania Hospital. 

For several years Dr. Coates passed through % 
succession of severe trials, but his indomitable 
will would not bend to the force of circum- 
stunces, Dr, Coates was in his day accounted one 
of the handsomest men in Philadelphia. His 
physique was perfect and his face animated 
and intelligent. He was noted for his positive- 
ness, and for wonderful moral and physical 
ccurage. It is related of him that in 1829 he Lad 
a wordy dispute with President Andrew J4¢<- 
scn. The debate became so warm that the 
President, fearing he might lose his tempe", 
turned his back on the young man, but w4s 
wheeled suddenly about and, the story goes, 
received a stinging slap in the face. Dr. Coates 
frequently spoke of this incident in the latter 
years of his life, but became greatly incensed 
if any one criticised his action. 

In December, 1836, Dr. Coates became at- 
tached to the scientific corps of the South Sea 
expedition, at that time considered a stupend- 
ous undertaking. The expedition was under 
the command of Commodore Jones, and Jr. 
Coates was placed at the head of the depart- 


ment of comparative anatomy. When BA 


The deceased drafted the address of the Na- 
tive American party in 1844, and the address 
was circulated allfover the country. He wrote 
the widely known poem, “The Gambler's 
Wife,” and was the author of a large number 
of other verses. Hisstyle was vigorous ani 
pleasing, and many of his productions were 
translated into French, German, Spanish and 
Italian. 

In 1845, after the death of his wife and only 
child, Dr. Coates moved to Camden. where he 
has livea ever since. When he went over the 
river he had little money and less inclination 
for work, and used to sleep on a board, with a 
block of wood for a pillow, in a little room over 
the Camden Dispensary. When he got hungry 
he used to go and catch a mess of fish, which 
he fried in his chamber, where he did all his 
cooking. 

At one time he was a great friend of Walt 
Whitman, but of late years he regarded the 
“good, gray poet” ina very unfavorable light 
and abused him unmercifully. 

For some time after he became feeble from 
o\d age his relations supported him, but a lega- 
cy, which he received a few years ago, placed 
him in fairly cemfortable circumstances.

The cash 
yalue of immigrants to this country, upon the 
basis of $125 brought here on an average by each 
immigrant, amounted in 1882 alone to $1,125,000,- 
000, justifying Mr. Carnegie in the assertion that 
were the owners of every gold and silver minesin 
the world to send to the treasury at Washington, at 
their own expense, cvery ounce of the precious 
metals produced, the national weaith would not be 
enbaneed one-half as much as it is from the golden 
stream which fiows into the country every year 
through immigration. 

The number of persons pursving gainful and 
reputable occupations in 1880 was 3414 per cent of 
the total population, or a trifle over 17,250,000, an 
increase over the proportion of 1870, cansed by the 
marked increase in the employment of women. 
Of this number, 7,750,000 were engaged in agri- 
culture, 3,800,000 in manufactories, 4,000,000 in ser- 
vice and professions and 1,800,000 in trade and 
transportation. Another extraordinary feature of 
this government is that it spends more money for 
schools than for military and nava) armaments, 
It spends for education about $93,000,000, or nearly 
three times as much as (Great Britain, three times 
as much as Germany, and six times as 
much as France; while for war it spends $7,000.00). 
The annual value. of our manufactories is 
$1,500,000,000 greater than that of Great 
Britain, and in thirty years it has increased 
6C0 per cent, while that of Great Britain has in- 
creased only 100 percent. America is the foremost 
country in the world in the value of its agricultural 
products, Russia being the second and Germany 
the third, while three-fourths of our farmrs are 
cultivated by their owners. Mr. ‘Carnegie ascer- 
tains that the most valuable of American crops is 
neither wheat, corn nor cotton, but hay, and that 
our live stock is unmerous enough to give every 
family in the United states a cow,a horse, four 
pigs and three sheep. He makes the interesting 
calculation that ‘“‘were the live stock upon Unele 
Sam’s estate ranged five abreast, each anima! esti- 
mated to occupy a space five feet long and marched 
round the world, the head and tailof the proces- 
rion would overlap.’’ Estimating in different ways 
the vast agricultural products, Mr. Carnegie makes 
the following calculations: 

The farms of America comprise 837,628 square 
miles, an area nearly equal to one-fourth of Europe 
and larger than the four greatest European coun- 
tries put together ‘Russia excepted), namely, 
France, Germany, Austria and Hungary and Spain. 
The capital invested in agriculture would suffice to 
buy upthe whole of Italy, with its rich olive 
groves and vineyards, its old historical cities, 
cathedrals and palaces, iis kings and aristocracy, 
its pope ani cardinals, and every other feudal 
appurtenance, Or, if the American farmers were 
to sell out, they could buy the entire peuinsula of 
Spein, with all its traditions of medixval grandeur, 
and the fat lands which the Hollanders at vast 
cost have wrested from the sea and the quaint old 
towns they have built there. If he chose to 
put by his savings for three years. the 
yankee farmer could purchase the _ fee- 
simple of pretty Switzerland as asummer resort 
and not touch his capital atall, for each year’s 
earnings exceed $550,000,000. The cereal crop for 
1880 was more than two billions and a half of bush- 
els.

Five Survivors. 


s,ALTIMORE, Md.—Perhaps the greatest set- 
back that the temperance cause has received 
in this city for a long time, were the recent 
disclosures made by a reporter of the Every 
Saturday. Among our oldest and most re- 
spected citizens are five survivors of the war 
of 1812, known as “The Old Defenders,” whese 
ages range from &9 to 93, to whom the people 
have been accustomed to look with very great 
respect and veneration, on account of the part 
they took in the defense of Baltimorein that 
war. Every year it has been the custom to 
commemorate the defense by an anniversary 
parade and banquet, in which these veterans 
participate, the day being a general holiday 
throughout the state. These old soldiers, 
hale and hearty in appearance, have marched 
in procession annually and are the finest spec- 
imens of robust old age of the city. For some 
time past there has been considerable agita- 
tion in this section over the temperance ques- 
tion, the adherents of the cause going so far 
as to demand absolute prohibition.
